The position of the National Liq- 


j nor Dealers' association in clamoring 


for a reduction of tho tax on distilled 
spirits reminds one of "a little story." 
It is like unto the man of borrowed- 
kettle fame. His attorney plead that 
"in the first place, the kettle was 
broken when he borrowed it; in the 
second place, it was sound when he 
took it home, and'thirdly, he never 
borrowed the kettle." These men 
claim too much. They tell us that 
the piionnous revenue now produced 
from distilled spirits is excessive, and 
ought to bo abated; and secondly, 
that a reduced tax will increase con- 
sumption and thereby increase the 
revenue; that the tax, after all, comes 
out of the consumer, and therefore, 
the producer is carrying unreasona- 
ble burdens. Of course, in the vari- 
ous arguments in favor of a reduced 
tax, these points are covered up in 
verbiage or held wide apart by flow- 
ery windings. Here, they are strip- 
ped bare and laid side by side. It is 
true that the consumer pays the tax. 
Not a dollar of it comes out of the 
producer. The latter merely advances 
the money for a few days, or a few 
hours, as the case may be, until he 
can get returns from his wholesale 
customer. And none knew better 
than the members of this association 
that the proposed reduction in the 
tax would not lift the burden of the 
consumer to the extent of one dollar 
on a million. He would pay the 
same old ten cents for a plain drink, 
and fifteen for anything fancy, as he 
does now; and no punched dimes 
nor crossed quarters' taken. If it 
were true that the measure would 
increase consumption, that is the 
very thing

THE importation of Scotch and 


Irish, and pven English potatoes into 
New York continues to attract atten- 
tion. It would seem, at the first 
blush, like "carrying coals to New- 
castle," but thus it is. One Now 
York firm imports hundreds of tons 
per single steamers, and others are 
engaged in it less extensively. In 
the United States, some 2,000,000 
acres are annually planted in pota- 
toes. The last report of the Agricul- 
tural Bureau gives the annual yield 
as 181,626,400, or more than three 
bnshels and a half per capita. 
This 


year, the drought seriously damaged 
the crop, both East and West, while 
the late plantings at the South were 
a failure. The Scotch product is 
said to be inferior to the American, 
and sells for 60 cents less per bushel. 
In 1876, there was also a short po- 
tato crop, which was supplemented 
by supplies from Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward's island. The first 
importation of Scotch potatoes was 
made in 1879. 
For ten years from 


1870 potatoes took the fourth place 
in the annual acreage. 
They are less 


profitable than tobacco, and more so 
than wheat, rye, corn or oats.

sketch of Judge Charles Cowley, of 
Lowell, recently printed, we Iind tho 
following anecdote, showing how 
well General Butler had prepared 
himself for his profession before he 
applied for admission to the bar: 
"When B. F. Butler and Isaac S. 
Morse weru admitted to the bar, at 


i the September term of tho court of 
common pleas iu 18)0, Judge War- 
ren examined them nt his room in 
the Washington house in Lowell. 
| One of the points on which lie ex • 
amined Mr. Butler was a ruling 
which he had made on that day in 
the case of Robert Reed against 
Jenness Batchelder, tried before him 
by Grenville Parker for the plaintiff, 
and John A. Knowles for the defend- 


ant. 
It wns an action on B promis- 


sory note: and the point finally de- 
cided was that 'a negotiable note 
made by an infant is voidable and 
not void, and if he, after coming of 
age, promises the payee that it shall 
bo paid, the payee may negotiate it, 
and the holder may maintain an uc 
tion in his own name against the 
maker.' Judge Warren's ruling ex- 
cluded the evidence of Henry Eeed, 
one of the promisees, tending to 
show that the defendant, after com- 
ing of age, had made a new promise 
to pay the note. Mr. Butler replied 
deferentially that he thought tho 
ruling wrong. The judge, astonished 
at this suggestion inquired whether 
Butler could show any authority for 
his dissenting opinion. Mr. Butler 
cited authorities, which the judge 
consulted, and satisfied himself that 
the ruling was wrong. The next 
morning the judge reversed that rul- 
ing, and the supreme court, upon 
exceptions, sustained him therein.'"
